Ite 
basic assipmment is the compilation of production atatistics from 
German firms not under Soviet control. Although it 1s expressly 
prohibited from handling stetistica on Soviet AGs, the Soviet 
official in charge of the Soviet AG section requested the bureau 

to compile statistics on Russian controlled firms also.
